MEXICO CITY,

resign when i>eaco is restored, expected

stored. General Diaz reserves the rlglv 
to be the judge. In tho words of his 
manifesto, it will be "when, accordinc 
to the dlctaic-5 of my conscience, I am 
sure that my reslsnatlon will not bo 
followed bv anarchy-" 
The president declares that his de- 


termination not to relinqulsh'the presi- 
dency at this time Is not duo to vanity 
or love of power, because,, as he points 
out. power now has no attraction, ac- 
companied as it Is by tremendous re- 
sponsibilities and worry. 
He says he 


Is prompted solely by a desire to con- 
serve the best interests of his country. 


Tho president makes it clear that he 


does not pro" '^ to abandon the presi- 
dency while Ills country is at war, and 
that he \ylll not do so at any time 
under cempulsion.

Taft, Governor Dix, Mayor Qaynor and 
BO many other men of mental promi- 
nence that It Is Impossible for space 
reasons to give even a partial list of 
them. 


The great marble pllo" on Firth ave- 


nue,covering the frontage from Fortieth 
to Forty-second street, Una already be- 
come ono of tho sights ot tha metrop- 
olis. 
Its Rrchltectural beauty would 


make It a feature even ot tho great art 
centers abroad. 


Mayor Selh Tx>\v laid the cornerstone 


on Nov. 10, 1002, after three years had 
been spent In removing the old Egyp- 
tian reservoir that had been a land- 
mark for our grandfathers. The stone 
weighs eight tons and has beneath It 
a leaden box containing newspapers 
of current date from all over the"world, 
coma of. the year's minting, a history of 
New Tork city, a history of the vari- 
ous libraries Incorporated In tho great 
Institution and copies of thp speeches 
made at tho laying.
